Dr.  Hamill  led  in 
prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  held  May  18th.  1885,  were 
read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Geo.  W.  Hale,  Treasurer,  submitted  his  annual  report,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Stehman,  Medical  Superintendent,  submitted  his  report,, 
which  was  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  incorporated  in  the  third  annual 
report. 

Hon.  Geo.  M.  Bogue,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  sub- 
mitted the  third  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  which  was 
read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  Executive  Committee  was  directed  to  cause  the 
third  annual  report  to  be  printed,  embodying  with  said  report  all  the 
reports  read  at  this  meeting;  also,  the  reports  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  So- 
ciety. 

General  remarks  were  made  as  to  the  best  way  of  raising  the  bal- 
ance of  the  money  needed  for  the  completion  of  the  new  building. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned.

THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT

To  the  Members  of  the  Society : 

As  required  by  the  Constitution  the  Board  of  Managers  submit 
their  third  annual  report. 

THE    PAST    YEAR'S    WORK. 

The  Medical  Superintendent's  report  gives  in  detail  the  work  done 
by  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  and  the  record  is  one  of  which  we  may 
justly  feel  proud.  Our  only  cause  for  regret  is  that  our  limited  capac- 
ity prevents  our  caring  for  all  who  seek  admittance  at  our  doors.  In  our 
last  annual  report  it  was  stated  that  while  the  Hospital  had  a  maximum 
capacity  of  eighty  beds  we  were  able  to  accommodate  only  about  fifty 
patients,  owing  to  the  fact  that  no  provision  was  made  for  the  lodging 
of  the  medical  officers,  nurses  and  attendants.  The  Hospital  has  been 
crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity  during  the  whole  year,  and  many  have 
been  turned  away.  Ten  deserving  applications  were  refused  in  four 
days,  within  the  last  week. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  was. .  .       493 

The  number  of  days  of  treatment  was 12,844 

The  number  of  days  of  free  treatment  was 841 

The  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  of 
the  Hospital,  for  the  past  year,  brings  out  in  letters  of  gold  the  blessed 
work  being  done  by  our  Hospital :  "  At  each  monthly  meeting  the 
reports  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  the  Visiting  Committee  make 
deep  drafts  upon  our  sympathies.  rLhey  tell  of  homeless  sufferers 
taken  in  and  comforted  ;  of  the  poor  who  could  not  hope  to  pay  for 
the  skillful  surgical  care  and  the  faithful  nursing,  cured  and  restored 
to  their  homes ;  of  children  who  had  no  prospect  but  that  of  growing 
up  crippled,  deformed  and  miserable,  taken  from  homes  of  poverty 
and  wretchedness  and  cared  for  tenderly ;  the  clubfeet,  the  harelip,  the 
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painful  hip-disease  cured,  and  the  child  helped  to  grow  up  well  and 
sound." 

Dr.  E.  P.  Davis,  who  had  very  acceptably  rilled  the  position  of 
Resident  Physician  since  the  Hospital  opened,  resigned  early  in  August 
of  last  year.  The  Board  was  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Dr.  Davis, 
as  he  had  proved  himself  a  capable  officer  and  a  most  genial  gentleman. 

Dr.  H.  B.  Stehman  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Davis,  and  has 
discharged  the  duties  devolved  upon  him  in  a  most  acceptable  manner. 

TRAINED    NURSES. 

In  our  last  annual  report  mention  was  made  that  the  Managers 
thought  it  best  to  put  the  nursing  in  the  Hospital  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Illinois  Training  School.  The  arrangement  then  entered  into 
worked  very  satisfactorily,  and  the  character  of  the  nursing  was  of  the 
highest  order;  but  in  September  of  last  year  the  Illinois  Training 
School  notified  us  that  they  could  not  continue  the  service  except  at 
an  increased  compensation.  After  very  carefully  considering  the  terms 
proposed  by  the  Training  School,  the  Managers  concluded  that  the 
Hospital  could  do  the  nursing  at  a  very  considerable  saving,  by  reor- 
ganizing the  Hospital  training  school,  which  was  inaugurated  with  the 
opening  of  the  Hospital  and  discontinued  at  the  time  the  arrangement 
was  entered  into  with  the  Illinois  Training  School. 

The  Managers  secured  the  services  of  Miss  Marion  H.  Mitchell  to 
organize  the  training  school,  and  she  assumed  charge  of  the  nursing 
November  1st,  1885,  and  she  deserves  credit  for  what  she  has  done  in 
so  short  a  time!  The  service  has  been  satisfactorily  performed,  and 
the  Hospital  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  having  its  own  school.  But 
to  bring  it  to  the  highest  standard,  we  must  have  better  provision  for 
the  accommodation  of  our  nurses. 

RESOURCES    OF    THE    HOSPITAL. 

The  Managers  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  administration  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  past  year  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  the  run- 
ning expenses  of  the  Hospital  have  been  nearly  met  by  the  moneys 
raised  from  patients,  donations  and  endowments. 

We  should  be  better  pleased  could  we  say  that  there  was  no  deficit; 
but  as  long  as  we  care  for  charitable  cases  (the  Managers  never  will 
refuse  them),  it  will  be  impossible  to  overcome  the  deficit,  except  by 
building  larger  and  thereby  enable  us  to  accommodate  more  patients- 
We  could  double  our  capacity  and  yet  our  running  expenses  would  be 
increased  but  a  trifle,  as  the  income  from  the  additional  patients  would 
overcome  all  outlays.     The  Hospital  now  has  an  efficient  staff  of  offi- 


cers,  and  it  would  require  but  a  small   increase  of  its  clerical  force  to 
care  for  double  its  present  capacity. 

THE    LADIES'    AID    SOCIETY. 

The  Managers  cannot  find  words  with  which  to  express  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  work  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  during  the  past  year. 
Their  good  work,  however,  has  not  been  confined  to  the  past  year,  for 
they  have,  from  the  opening  of  the  Hospital,  performed  a  most  won- 
derful work.  Their  report,  submitted  herewith,  should  be  read  and 
studied  by  every  member  of  the  Society. 

If  the  twenty-nine  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  manifested 
-one-half  the  enthusiasm  and  practical  ability  shown  by  the  Ladies' 
Aid  Society  in  their  work,  the  new  building  would  have  been  under 
roof  long  ere  this. 

ENDOWMENTS    OF    BEDS    AND    DONATIONS. 

In  January,  1885,  of  the  beds  in  the  Hospital  two  per  cent  were 
free.     Our  fiscal  year  closes  with  twenty-five  per  cent  of  free  beds. 

In  February  of  this  year  Mrs..  Barbara  Armour  made  a  donation 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  endowing  a  bed  in  perpe- 
tuity, to  be  known  as  "  The  Margaret  McKay  Bed."  The  Hospital 
now  has  two  free  beds  in  perpetuity,  the  other  bed  having  been  endowed 
by  the  late  Tuthill  King.  Free  beds  for  one  year  have  been  endowed 
as  follows  : 

First  Presbyterian  Church Three  beds. 

Second  Presbyterian  Church One  bed. 

Third  Presbyterian  Church One  bed. 

Fourth  Presbyterian  Church One  bed. 

Sixth  Presbyterian  Church One  bed. 

Eighth  Presbyterian  Church One  bed. 

Jefferson  Park  Presbyterian  Church One  bed. 

Hyde  Park  Presbyterian  Church One  bed. 

The  Children's  Free  Bed,  supported  by  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society. 
Donations  of  money  have  been  received  from  many  of  the  churches 
in  the  Northwest,  and  generous  contributions  have  been  made  by  our 
citizens. 

HOSPITAL    SUNDAY. 

The  Managers  again  express  their  hope  that  the  churches  in  the 
•city  will  all  unite  upon  a  certain  Sunday,  to  be  known  as  "  Hospital 
Sunday,"  when  a  collection  will  be  taken  up,  to  be  devoted  to  the 
needs  of  our  Hospital. 
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IN    MEMORIAM. 


It  is  with  sentiments  of  regret  that  the  Managers  chronicle  the 
death  of  Messrs.  Daniel  A.  Jones  and  Tuthill  King.  The  first  money- 
contributed  toward  the  Hospital  building  was  donated  by  Mr.  Tuthill 
King>  and  the  $10,000  given  by  him  was  the  corner-stone  upon  which 
the  Hospital  was  built. 

Mr.  Daniel  A.  Jones  was  a  contributor  to  our  fund  from  the  first,, 
and  his  interest  in  the  Hospital  was  evidenced  by  the  $10,000  bequest 
to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  named  in  his  will. 

PRESSING    NEED    OF    NEW    BUILDING. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  action  was  taken  looking  toward  the 
construction  of  a  new  building,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
devise  plans.  The  services  of  an  architect  were  secured,  and  a  plan 
has  been  agreed  upon  which  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Medical 
Board.  The  new  building  will  give  us  an  increase  of  150  beds.  To 
construct  the  building  on  the  proposed  plan  and  make  it  fire-proof 
will  require  at  least  $100,000.  A  subscription  has  been' started,  which 
amounts  at  this  time  to  $45,000 ;  and  the  Managers  have  been  assured 
that,  if  the  subscription  can  be  brought  up  to  $75,000,  the  $25,000 
needed  to  make  up  the  $100,000  shall  be  forthcoming. 

It  would  seem  as  though  the  $30,000  now  needed  to  secure  our  new 
building  should  be  raised  without  any  delay.  If  our  large  and  wealthy 
body  is  to  discharge  its  obligation  toward  the  sick  poor,  it  should 
promptly  respond  to  the  pressing  needs  of  our  Hospital.  Our  church 
should  provide  a  large  and  liberal  hospital.  We  should  lead  the  sick 
poor  to  our  institution,  deposit  our  gifts  and  say,  like  the  good  Samari- 
tan, "  Take  care  of  him;  and  whatsoever  thou  spendest  more,  when  I 
come  again  I  will  repay  thee;"  and  the  coming  again  should  not  be 
too  long  delayed.  The  Presbyterian  Church  needs  the  spiritual  culture 
and  the  divine  blessing  that  will  flow  from  efforts  to  make  our  Hospital 
worthy  of  the  name  of  Christian  and  useful  to  Christ's  poor.  As  our 
Master  received  all  the  sick  that  came  to  him,  so  this  Hospital.  It 
makes  no  inquiry  regarding  creed.  It  is  for  all  God's  sick  and  needy 
children.  Nominally  under  the  care,  but  not  the  control,  of  physicians 
of  one  school,  it  is  an  established  rule  of  the  institution  that  any  rep- 
utable physician,  to  whatever  school  of  medicine  he  belongs,  may 
avail  himself  of  all  the  privileges  of  the  Hospital  and  may  treat  pa- 
tients as  though  he  had  them  at  their  own  homes. 

The  Managers  take  pleasure  in  recording  their  acknowledgments 
to  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  the  medical  and  surgical  staff  of 
the  Hospital,  for  the  skill  and  devotion  with  which  they  have  attended 
to  and  discharged  their  duties  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society 

OF   THE 

PRESBYTERIAN    HOSPITAL 

For  the  Year  ending  March,  1886. 


In  presenting  the  report  of  the  past  year's  work  of  the  Ladies' 
Aid  Society,  the  Managers  have  a  deep  sense  of  the  wide  distance  be- 
tween the  needs  of  the  work  the  Society  has  undertaken,  and  the 
means  at  their  command  to  meet  these  needs. 

At  each  monthly  meeting  the  reports  of  the  Medical  Superintendent 
and  the  Visiting  Committee  make  deep  drafts  upon  our  sympathies. 
They  tell  us  of  homeless  sufferers  taken  in  and  comforted  ;  of  the 
poor  who  could  not  hope  to  pay  for  the  skillful  surgical  care  and  the 
faithful  nursing,  cured  and  restored  to  their  homes  ;  of  children  who 
had  no  prospect  but  that  of  growing  up  crippled,  deformed  and  miser- 
able, taken  from  houses  of  poverty  and  wretchedness,  and  cared  for 
tenderly  ;  the  club-feet,  the  hare-lip,  the  painful  hip  disease  cured, 
and  the  child  helped  to  grow  up  well  and  sound.  Seeing  the  good 
thus  done  with  the  present  inadequate  facilities,  it  can  be  no  wonder 
that  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  is  anxious  to  do  its  share  toward  extend- 
ing this  good  work. 

A  hospital  has  constant  need  of  refurnishing,  all  linen  and  bedding 
especially  having  such  severe  wear.  Almost  every  month  comes  a 
requisition  for  supplies  of  this  sort. 

The  Society  would  be  glad  to  be  able  always  to  meet  these  de- 
mands just  at  the  moment,  to  buy  supplies  at  the  best  time,  and  to  the 
test  advantage,  and  to  be  ready  for  all  emergencies. 

It,  perhaps,  is  not  strange,  that  in  view  of  the  large  demands,  and 
of  the  small  supply  usually  in  the  treasury  to  meet  them,  anxious 
questionings  should  suggest  themselves  to  the  Managers,  how  they 
may  best  secure  the  income  needed  for  carrying  on  those  departments 
of  hospital  work  which  come  properly  within  the  sphere  of  the  Aid 
Society. 

The  Managers  have  met  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  have 
heard  the  reports  of  the  Standing  Committees  and  the  Medical  Superin- 
tendent, have  consulted  together  as  to  the  most  pressing  wants,  and 
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have  tried  to  meet  these  wants— with  what. success  you  may  perhaps 
learn  from  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  and  others.  The  housekeep- 
ing department  is  ably  administered  by  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Story. 

The  churches  in  the  city  and  the  suburbs  have  charged  themselves 
with  the  care  of  providing  each  month,  in  turn,  any  extra  and  delicate 
articles  needed  for  the  sick  and  the  convalescent.  Most  of  the 
churches  have  now  a  share  in  this  work,  and  a  regularly  appointed 
time  for  their  contributions. 

The  number  of  free  beds  has  been  increased  to  thirteen. 
The  free  bed  for  children,  which  was  only   a  hope   a  year  ago  is 
now  a  blessed  certainty. 

If  the  children  of  the  Sunday-schools,  whose  aid  assisted  largely 
in  securing  this  bed,  could  know  all  the  good  it  has  done,  they  would 
gladly  bring  their  offerings  for  another. 

Gifts  have  been  received  for  the  Library  to  the  number  of  about 
250  volumes,  contributed  by  some  of  the  leading  book-selling  firms,. 
by  the  daily  papers,  and  by  individuals.  These,  with  the  periodicals- 
and  a  daily  paper,  are  much  enjoyed  by  the  convalescents. 

A  piano  has  been  given  to  the  Hospital,  the  money  for  which  was 
raised  by  the  kind  efforts  of  a  young  lady  of  the  Third  Church. 

The  Sunday  services  continue  to  be  a  help  and  comfort  to  the  pa- 
tients. They  are  held  by  clergymen  of  different  denominations,  and 
the  singing  is  conducted  by  the  young  people  of  the  Third  Church, 
who  are  always  present,  whatever  the  weather. 

Many  also  visit  the  Hospital  and  read  to  the  patients.  Any  such 
effort,  which  shows  a  personal  interest  and  sympathy,  is  gratefully  re- 
ceived and  appreciated. 

At  Christmas-time,  it  was  the  kindly  thought  of  some  of  the  Man- 
agers to  send  to  each  patient,  addressed  by  name,  a  Christmas  letter,, 
containing  the  expression  of  some  cheering  or  inspiring  thought,  and 
enclosing  a  bright  Christmas  card.  The  chairman  of  the  Visiting. 
Committee  reported  the  great  pleasure  given  by  these  letters,  which 
seemed  to  lift  the  burden  of  pain  and  loneliness,  and  bear  with  them 
something  of  the  season's  peace  and  good  will.  One  man,  who  had 
been  very  cross  and  morose,  answering  the  kind  salutations  of  physi- 
cians and  nurses  only  by  a  growl,  seemed  overwhelmed  and  subdued 
by  the  idea  that  any  one  should  have  sent  a  kindly  word  to  him.  The 
effect  was  an  immediate  change  of  tone  toward  his  attendants,  a 
kindly  response  to  their  Christmas  greetings,  and  an  altered  manner 
from  that  time  forth. 

The  Aid  Society  would  thus  seem  to  have  no  narrow  mission,  but 
to  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  conveying  comfort  and  sympathy,  as

well  as  that  of  providing  for  the  material  necessities  daily  arising,  and 
they  feel  sure  that  in  the  future,  even  more  than  in  the  past,  they  may 
look  confidently  to  the  women  of  our  churches  to  take  a  share  in  this 
work,  with  their  time,  their  money  and  their  prayers.

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come,  greeting  : 

Whereas,  a  Certificate,  duly  signed  and  acknowledged,  having 
been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  21st  day  of 
July,  A.  D.  1883,  for  the  organization  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
of  the  City  of  Chicago,  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  "An  Act  Concerning  Corporations"  approved  April  18,  1872,  and  in 
force  July  1,  1872,  a  copy  of  which  Certificate  is  herewith  attached  : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Henry  D.  Dement,  Secretary  of  State,  by  virtue 
of  the  powers  and  duties  vested  in  me  by  law,  do  hereby  certify  the 
said  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago  is  a  legally  or- 
ganized corporation  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 

In  Witness  whereof,  I  hereto  set  my  hand,  and  cause  to  be  affixed 
the  great  Seal  of  State.  Done  at  the  City  of  Springfield,  this  Twenty - 
first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  and  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States 
the  one  hundred  and  eighth.

We,  the  undersigned,  being  Citizens  of  the  United  States,  desiring 
to  form  a  Society,  not  for  pecuniary  profit,  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Illinois,  entitled  "An  Act  Concerni?ig  Corpora- 
tions," approved  April  18,  1872,  do  hereby  certify  that  the  following  is 
a  true  statement  of  the  name,  or  title,  by  which  such  society  shall  be 
known  in  law,  the  particular  business  and  object  for  which  it  is  formed, 
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the  number  of  its  managers,  and  the  names  of  the  same  selected  for 
the  first  year  of  its  existence,  viz. : 

1.  The  name  by  which  this  society  shall  be  known  shall  be  The 
Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

2.  The  object  of  the  society  is  the  establishment,  support  and 
management  of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  surgical  and 
medical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons  of  every  creed, 
nationality  and  color. 

3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
Board  of  twenty-eight  Managers. 

4.  The  number  of  the  Managers  of  this  Society  shall  be  twenty- 
eight  after  the  first  year  of  its  existence.  The  names  of  those  selected 
as  Managers  for  the  first  year  are  as  follows  :  Tuthill  King,  Daniel  K. 
Pearsons,  William  Blair,  Robert  C.  Hamill,  John  H.  Barrows,  C.  M. 
Henderson,  John  B.  Drake,  Nathan  Corwith,  Samuel  M.  Moore,  Henry 
W.  King,  W.  H.  Wells,  Henry  Waller,  Henry  M.  Lyman,  James  M. 
Horton,  Willis  G.  Craig,  Cyrus  H.  McCormick,  Jacob  Beidler,  Joseph 
P.  Ross. 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 
TITLE. 


The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  The  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  man- 
agement of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and 
surgical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons,  and  to  provide 
them,  while  inmates  of  the  Hospital,  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Gos- 
pel agreeably  to  the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  church. 

ARTICLE  III. 
THE  SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  who  shall  respectively  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present 
at  a  stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  previously  nominated  by 
a  standing  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Borrd  of  Man- 
agers. 

Every  member  shall  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  annually 
in  advance  to  the  Treasurer.  Every  person  who  shall  pay  a  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars  in  advance,  and  shall  be  approved  in  the  manner 
above  stated,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society  for  life  without  annual 
payment. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  also  fix  some  amount  as  an  annual 
payment  which  shall  entitle  the  giver  to  the  use  of  a  free  bed  in  the 
Hospital,  and  constitute  him  a  member  ol  the  Society,  to  be  approved 
of  as  above.  And  the  same  privileges  shall  be  accorded  on  the  same 
condition  to  any  one  who  shall  pay  the  principal  of  the  said  annual 
sum  at  one  time. 
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article;  iv. 

PROPERTY. 

All  property  of  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  donor,. 
shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board 
of  twenty-nine  Managers,  twenty-four  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into 
four  classes  of  six  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant 
respectively  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,, 
three  and  four  years  thereafter,  so  that  six  Managers  shall  be  elected 
by  the  said  Board  annually  by  ballot  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years. 
To  these  twenty-four  Managers  the  pastors  of  the  First,  Second,  Third 
and  Fourth  Presbyterian  churches,  and  one  member  of  the  Faculty  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Northwest,  which  member  will  be 
chosen  by  the  Faculty  of  the  said  Seminary,  all  of  the  city  of  Chicago,, 
and  their  successors  in  office  for  the  time  being  shall,  by  virtue  of  their 
respective  offices,  be  added  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary and  an  Assistant  Recording  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected  an- 
nually by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  from  their  own  number,  and 
shall  also  be  officers  of  the  said  Board.  The  said  officers  and  the 
Managers  together,  shall  form  a  board  to  be  denominated  the  "  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago," 
not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  officers,  making  or  changing  by-laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting,  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes 
and  for  stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be 
fully  authorized  to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society  over  all  the  estate 
and  property  of  the  Society;  to  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the 
funds  of  the  institution,  authority  to  make  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own 
body,  choose  the  officers  of  the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants  and 
attendants,  and  generally  to  transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  on  the 
third  Monday  01  the  month,  and  may  hold  adjourned  meetings  when 
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ne  essary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society  may  be 
cailed  by  the  President  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  by 
the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  requisition  of  five  members  of  the  Board 
of  Managers;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place 
of  the  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  will  be  no- 
tified to  the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting,  and 
no  other  subject  shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings 
unless  there  be  at  least  eleven  members  present,  and  then  only  by 
unanimous  consent. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held 
on  the  second  Monday  of  April.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting;  to 
present  to  the  members  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous 
year;  to  exhibit  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and 
property  of  the  Society;  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  nature 
relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  im- 
portance. In  case  of  failure  to  hold  the  annual  meeting  on  the  day 
specified,  a  special  meeting  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose,  and  all 
officers  and  managers  whose  term  of  service  may  have  expired  by 
cause  of  such  failure  shall  retain  their  places  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  next  preceding  the  annual  meet- 
ing, six  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members 
of  the  Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose 
term  of  service  is  about  to  expire,  and  who  may  be  re-elected.  These 
six  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes 
and  the  five  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board 
of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections 
on  the  appointed  day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called 
for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

BOARD  OF  CLERGYMEN. 

The  Society  shall  appoint  a  Clerical  Board,  consisting  of  the  five 
clerical  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  to  whom  shall  be  committed 
all  matters  relating  to  the  spiritual  and  religious  ministrations  of  the 
Hospital;  no  measures  relating  to  these  matters  shall  be  adopted  with- 
out the  sanction  and  approbation  of  the  said  Board.     The  President 
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of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to 
act,  the  Vice-President  shall  be  notified  of  the  meetings  of  the  Clerical 
Board,  and  when  present  shall  preside  and  vote  at  such  meetings.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  and  chaplain,  when  requested, 
to  attend  these  meetings  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  of  the  constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  upon  at 
the  nexfregular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be  adopted  only  in  a  concurrence  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Bpard  of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS 


FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT  AND   REGULATION   OF   THE    BOARD    OF 

MANAGERS. 


DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 
I.  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 
The  President  of  the  Society  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  he  shall 
appoint  all  committees  which  do  not  consist  of  more  than  three  mem- 
bers, subject  to  approval  by  the  Board.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on 
the  Treasurer,  directed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  call  spec- 
ial meetings  of  the  Board  agreeably  to  the  Constitution,  whenever,  in 
his  opinion,  the  business  of  the  Society  requires  it,  or  when  requested 
so  to  do  on  the  written  application  of  five  Managers.  But  when  spec- 
ial meetings  are  so  called,  he  shall  direct  the  Secretary  to  insert,  in  the 
notices  sent  to  the  members,  the  import  of  the  business  to  come  before 
them,  as  provided  for  in  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  and  such  no- 
tices shall  be  served  at  least  two  days  previous  to  that  .appointed  for 

the  meeting. 

II.     OF  THE  VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall 
possess  his  power  and  perform  his  duties;  and  in  the  absence  of  both 
President  and  Vice-President,  the  Managers  present  at  any  meeting 
shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside. 

III.  OF  THE  TREASURER. 
The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  titles,  deeds,  and 
other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  open  an  account 
with  one  of  the  banks  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Board  in  the  name  of  this  Corporation,  and  shall  deposit  all  moneys 
in  such  bank  immediately  upon  his  receiving  them.  He  shall  keep  a 
proper  check  and  account  book,  showing  the  amount  of  funds  in  his 
hands,  which  shall  at  all  suitable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Managers.  At  each  stated  meeting  he  shall  present  an  account,  or  ab- 
stract thereof,  showing  the  state  of  the  treasury.  He  shall  pay  all  or- 
ders which  shall  be  drawn  upon  him   in  the  manner  hereinafter  pre- 
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scribed.  He  shall  execute  such  resolutions  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the 
Committee  of  Finance  relative  to  the  investment  of  funds.  He  shall 
prepare  and  lay  before  the  members  of  the  Society,  at  their  annual 
meeting,  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding 
year,  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  same 
are  invested. 

IV.     OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY.     • 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders  drawn 
upoa  the  Treasurer  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the  Board.  He 
shall  preserve  all  records  and  papers  which  do  not  belong  to  the  office 
of  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  notify  the  members  of  every  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  notice  addressed  to  them  through 
the  postofhce,  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting,  and  shall  give  sim- 
ilar notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  by  notice  addressed  to  the 
members  at  their  last  known  place  of  residence,  or  by  publication  in 
a  daily  city  paper  for  at  least  two  days  preceding  such  meeting,  which 
publication  shall  be  deemed  a  proper  notice.  He  shall  also  cause  no- 
tice to  be  given  to  the  Chairman  of  each  Committee  the  names  of  the 
members  thereof,  and  the  object  for  which  they  may  be  appointed. 

V.     OF  THE  ASSISTANT  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  to  assist 
the  Recording  Secretary  in  keeping  the  records  of  the  Board  meetings, 
and  in  his  absence  to  perform  his  duties,  keep  the  minutes  of  all  com- 
mittee meetings,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the 
regular  meetings. 

VI.  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  Board,  and  make  such  communications  in  relation  to  it  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  Managers. 

VII.     ELECTION  OF  COMMITTEES. 

The  Managers  shall  elect,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the  month 
of  April,  a  Committee  of  Finance,  to  consist  of  five  members,  of  whom 
the  Treasurer  shall  be  one;  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  mem- 
bers, of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  three  of  whom  shall  form  a 
quorum;  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members,  and  an  Electing 
Committee  of  five  members.  These  committees  shall  hold  office  dur- 
ing the  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.  The  Committee 
of  Finance,  the  Executive  Committe  and  the  Electing  Committee  shall

respectively  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  read  at 
the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board. 

VIII.  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  adopt  proper 
means  of  augmenting  the  subscriptions  and  benefactions,  to  circulate 
information  respecting  the  Hospital,  to  see  that  the  subscriptions  are 
duly  received,  and  to  direct  the  Treasurer  in  investing  the  funds.  But 
all  investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  the  committee  and  approved  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be 
made  only  in  the  public  stocks  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
those  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  or  County  of  Cook,  or  of  the  City  of 
Chicago;  or  loaned  on  bond  and  mortgage  on  unincumbered  product- 
ive real  estate  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  the  estimated  value  of  which 
shall  be  thrice  the  amount  loaned. 

IX.  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  take  more  im- 
mediate charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  during  the  intermissions 
of  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Managers.  They  shall  hold  their  meet- 
ings at  such  times  and  generally  perform  such  duties  as  the  Board 
shall  commit  to  them.  The  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  shall  be 
ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Committee,  and  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings, 
and  approved  by  it. 

X.     OF  THE  AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and  re- 
port to  the  Board  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  and  also  to  examine 
the  Treasurer's  account  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual 

meeting. 

XL     OF  THE  ELECTING  COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee  is  to  elect  persons  to  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  on  their  complying  with  the  terms  prescribed  by 
the  Constitution  and  By-laws.  The  Committee  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  regulations:  Four  members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute 
a  quorum.  A  candidate  shall  be  elected  if  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  vote  in  his  favor.  No  election  shall  be  valid  unless  the  candi- 
date shall  have  been  proposed  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  the  nomination  referred  by  it  to  the  said  Committee. 
Twenty-four  hours'  notice  shall  be  given  of  every  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

XII.     STATED  MEETINGS  OF  THE  MANAGERS. 

The  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  on  the  third 
Monday,  at  12  M.,  of  each  month,  or  at  such  hours  as  they  shall  order. 
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XIII.  APPROPRIATIONS  OF  MONEY. 
All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the 
Board,  and  entered  on  its  minutes.  Orders  for  the  amount  appropria- 
ted shall  then  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or, 
in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Sec- 
retary; or,  if  he  be  absent  by  the  Secretary  pro  tern.;  which  orders, 
with  the  receipts  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  they  are  drawn  indorsed 
thereon,  shall  be  the  Treasurer's  vouchers  for  payments  made  by  him. 

XIV.     ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 
The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  appointed  for  the 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  shall  appear, 
and  the  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected 
if  necessary,  and  approved. 

4.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

5.  "Reports  of  the  committees  shall  be  called,  and  order  be  taken 
thereon. 

6.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meetings,  if  any,  shall 
be  taken  up,  after  which  any  business  may  be  proceeded  with  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board. 

XVI.     ALTERATIONS  OR  ADDITIONS. 
No  alterations,  or  additions,  to  these  By-laws  shall  be  made  but 
under  the  same  rules  as  prescribed  in  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution 
in  relation  to  amendments  of  the  Constitution. 

FREE  BEDS  AND  MEMBERS. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  for  life  of  donor. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  will  support  one  free 
bed. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  constitutes  the  donor 
a  life  member  of  the  institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 


CONSTITUTION 

OF    Till'. 

Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital, 


ARTICLE  I. 


This  Society  shall  be  called  "  The  Ladies'  Aid  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  of  Chicago."  Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  by  providing  bedding,  kitchen  and  table- 
ware, reading  matter,  delicacies,  and  comforts  lor  the  sick,  subject  to 
the  general  direction  of  the  Hospital  Managers  and  Medical  Board; 
also  to  invite  the  co-operation  and  secure  the  help  of  the  Presbyterian 
churches  of  the  city  and  vicinity  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE   II. 

Any  person  contributing  one  dollar  per  year  shall  be  a  member  of 
this  Association.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  These  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  shall  be  appointed.  The  auditors  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  be  the  auditors  of  this  Association. 

ARTCLE  III. 

At  each  annual  meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of 
Managers,  consisting  of  seventy-five  members  (more  or  less)  to  whom 
shall  be  entrusted  the  business  of  the  Association.  Also,  at  each 
annual  meeting,  the  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee 
of  twenty  members  (more  or  less),  said  committee  to  have  power  to  fill 
vacancies  in  its  membership,  and  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  recommend  to  each  annual  meet- 
ing the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  managers  for  the  ensuing 
year.  It  shall  also,  three  months  in  advance  of  the  annual  meeting, 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  who  shall  recommend  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  officers  and  as  members  of 
the  executive  committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting,  notice 
of  such  amendment  having  been  given  at  the  previous  monthly  meet- 
ing of  managers. 


BY-LAWS. 
I. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday 
in  April,  at  11  a.m.,  at  which  meeting  the  President  of  the  Hospital 
Board  of  Managers  shall  preside. 

II. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month,  at  1 1  a.  m. 

III. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month,  at  10.30  a.m. 

IV. 

There  shall  be  four  standing  committees — i.  e.,  Furnishing  Com- 
mittee, Visiting  Committee,  Library  Committee,  Committee  on  Deli- 
cacies. 

V. 

The  Furnishing  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  supply  of  bedding,  clothing,  lint,  bandages,  etc.,  as 
provided  in  the  first  article  of  the  Constitution.  It  shall  divide  its 
work  among  the  sub-committees  at  its  own  discretion,  enlarging  the 
committee  as  circumstances  may  require.  This  committee  shall 
acknowledge  to  the  donors  all  contributions  received  by  them  or 
sent  directly  to  the  Hospital. 

VI. 

The  Committee  on  Delicacies  shall  have  charge  of  articles  of  extra 
diet,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Medical  Board. 

VII. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected 
with  the  supply  of  books,  magazines  and  papers  to  the  Hospital,  advis- 
ing with  the  Clerical  Committee.  It  shall  acknowledge  all  donations 
of  books,  magazines  and  papers. 

VIII. 
The  Visiting  Committee   shall  visit   the   Hospital   and   report   its 
work  and  needs  to  the  Managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 
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IX. 


The  Treasurer  shall  disburse  all  money  coming  into  her  hands,  sub- 
ject to  the  action  of  the  Board. 

X. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
to  attend  the  monthly  meetings,  and  an  absence  of  three  months  with- 
out written  communication  shall  be  deemed  a  resignation  of  the  office. 

XI. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  stated  meeting,  a  majority 
of  the  members  being  present.
